REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present 
invention relates generally to a method and system for providing security, and more 
specifically to a method and system for providing automated video surveillance of 
security events. The various cited prior art of record including US application 
2002/0005894 and US application 20030103138 does not anticipate or render 
obviousness method of controlling a camera to capture security-related events that 
occur in or around a gaming environment that includes a plurality of wager-based 
gaming machines, the method comprising: polling a plurality of wager-based gaming 
machines in automated and electronic fashion from a remote location; determining 
whether a security-related event has occurred or is occurring at one or more locations 
involving one of said plurality of wager-based gaming machines based upon said polling 
of said plurality of wager-based gaming machines; automatically activating a camera in 
response to a positive determination that a security-related event has occurred or is 
occurring at a particular location involving one of said plurality of wager-based gaming 
machines in order to capture video information at said particular location and in 
combination with other limitations as cited in claims 1,18 and 21 .
